5 That by the 5th Article of the Regulations concerning the Seſſion in the 16th Act. 
of the Parliament 1672, tis appointed, that a Book be kept for Inrolment of Proceſſes _ 
to be diſcuſſed in the Inner-houſe, containing Cauſes proper for Inner-houſe, ſuch aas 
/ diſcuſſing Reaſons..of Reduction of heretable Rights of Lands or Annualrents, Decla-: 
' rators of Rights thereof, &c. and that the ſaids Proceſſes ſhall be inſerted in the ſaid 
Book as they are in Readineſs to be diſcuſſed in the Inner-houſe, vis. ReduRions after 
the Production is cloſed, and Declarators, &c. after the Dilators are diſcuſſed in the
